Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Morey Wildes on 8/13/09. Applicant agreed to amend claim 18 to better define the 
claimed method, and to amend claim 22 to better relate the capsule limitation to the 
other claimed details. Applicant requested entry of a new claim; no additional fees are 
necessary for its entry. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 18 was amended as follows: 

18. A method for in vivo analysis, the method comprising the steps of: 
obtaining a sample from a body lumen; 

combining in vivo the sample with agglutinative particles capable of interacting 
with at least one analvte in the sample and gathering [such that the combined sample 
and agglutinative particles gather] into agglutination groups; and 

detecting at least one optical change [in the combined sample and agglutinative 
particles] upon formation of the agglutination groups . 

Claim 22 was amended as follows: 

22. The method according to claim 18 further comprising the step of ingesting a 
capsule comprising the agglutinative particles , wherein said step of obtaining a sample 
is performed using the capsule . 
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A new claim 24 as set forth below is added: 

24. The method according to claim 18, wherein the combined sample and 
agglutinative particles gather into the agglutinative groups proportional to the 
concentration of analyte in the sample.
